1946. 


The  full  School  Medical  Service  apart  from  the  Medical  Inspection 
of  Direct  Grant  Schools  was  resumed  during-  the  year.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  an  Assistant  School  Dental  Surg-eon  was  appointed  to  com- 
mence duties  in  January,  1947. 

Dr  H.  E.  C.  Sutton,  Deputy  School  Medical  Olficer  received 
another  appointment  during-  the  year  and  was  succeeded  by  Dr.  M. 
Hunter. 

I tlake  this  opportunity  of  acknowledging  your  support  and 
encouragement  for  our  work  and  to  thank  the  Director  of  Education 
and  his  staff  together  with  other  Corporation  Officials  for  their  willing 
co-operation.

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STAFF  AND  ORGANISATION. 

The  School  Medical  Officer’s  duties  are  chiefly  with  administration 
and  the  co-ordination  of  the  work  with  that  of  the  Health  Department. 
'I'he  Deputy  School  Medical  Officer  carries  out  routine  and  other  inspect- 
ions in  the  Schools,  conducts  the  daily  inspection  clinic,  supervises  the 
work  of  the  treatment  clinic,  examines  the  boys  in  the  City  Grammar 
School,  immunises  children  against  diphtheria  and  examines  handi- 
capped children.  , 

The  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  examines  the  girls  in  the 
City  High  School,  assists  in  the  work  of  the  inspection  clinic,  examines 
the  older  girls  in  the  Schools,  examines  the  handicapped  children  and 
assists  in  the  immunisation  against  diphtheria. 

The  nurses,  who  are  each  assigned  a district  in  the  City,  assist 
at  all  examinations  in  the  Schools  and  at  the  inspection  clinic,  carry  out 
the  treatment  at  the  treatment  clinic,  and  follow  up  all  defects  found 
to  ensure  the  necessary  treatment  has  been  received. 

There  are  i8  schools  with  30  departments  in  the  City. 

The  average  atendance  of  school  children  in  1946  was  90.07. 

General. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  existing  clinic  accommodation  has  become 
more  evident  during  the  year.  It  is  certain  that  unless  rectified,  this 
position  will  be  worse  in  the  ensuing  years. 

The  appointment  of  additional  nursing  staff  during  1946  has 
helped  our  work  and  the  additional  Dental  Surgeon  should  materially 
help  in  the  arrears  of  Dental  work  whi^h  have  accumulated  during  the 
war  years.  It  is  very  probable  that  with  the  extensions  of  the  school 
leaving  age  and  the  po.sition  of  the  secondary  and  Direct  Grant  Schools 
under  the  Education  .Act,  1944,  the  appointment  of  further  Dental  Staff 
will  have  to  be  considered.  At  the  present  time  the  accommodation  is 
insufficent  for  more  staff. 

The  help  we  have  received  during  the  year  from  the  Dental  Staff 
of  the  Cheshire  County  Council  is  much  appreciated. 

The  position  with  regarci  to  accommodation  for  handicapped 
children  is  still  acute  and  likely  to  remain  for  a number  of  years. 

The  School  Medical  Department  continues  to  enjoy  the  whole- 
hearted support  of  the  Head  Teachers  and  their  staffs. 

Education  Act,  1944. 

Negotiations  with  the  Royal  Infirmary  were  in  progress  at  the 
end  of  the  year  with  a view  to  the  act  being  implemented  so  far  as  the 
medical  services  are  concerned. 
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Co-ordination. 

The  School  Nurses  act  as  Health  Visitors  and  the  School  Medical 
Staff  IS  also  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

Co-ordination  of  work  is  accordingly  complete.  Many  of  the 
school  children  have  been  known  since  infancy  by  Medical  and  Nursing 
Staff. 

School  Hygiene. 

The  school  building  programme  has  been  interrupted  by  the  war 
years.  Many  of  the  schools  are  old  and  the  general  sanitary  arrangements 
not  in  accordance  with  modern  thought.  Where  defects  can  be  remedied 
steps  are  taken  to  improve  the  sanitary  arrangements. 

It  is  realised  it  will  be  some  considerable  time  before  the  rebuilding 
programme  can  be  completed. 

A matter  for  concern  is  the  present  arrangement  of  school  kitchens 
and  canteens.  On  acount  of  the  difficulty  of  providing  suitable  kitchens 
and  canteens  in  many  of  the  older  schools  temporary  accommodation  has 
to  be  found.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  temporary  accommodation 
cannot  be  as  satisfactory  as  that  built  for  the  specific  purpose.  It  is  hoped 
that  gradually  this  position  will  improve. 

Provision  of  Meals  and  Milk. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Education  for  the  following 
information.

These  figures  relate,  to  a day  in  October,  1946,  when  the  latest 
return  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Education. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  having  meals  and 
milk.  This  is  having  the  resultant  effect  on  the  nutrition  of  the  School 
Children  as  will  be  seen  below. 

Nutrition. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  tables  the  |X)sition  with 
regard  to  the  nutrition  of  the  children  medically  examined  has  improved. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  in  large  measure  this  is  due  to  the  provision  of 
meals  and  milk  in  school  augmenting  the  official  rations  which  are  far 
from  over  generous.

Cleanliness. 

In  spite  of  the  stringent  soap  rationing,  there  has  been  a slight 
reduction  in  the  number  of  children  found  unclean  at  inspections.  The 
figure  for  1946  is  546  compared  with  640  in  1945. 

Housing  conditions  and  the  often  inadequate  washing  facilities 
in  the  older  schools  are  bound  to  have  an  effect  on  the  cleanliness  of 
the  school  children.  The  facilities  for  washing  in  our  newer  schools  are 
so  much  in  advance  of  those  in  our  older  schools  that  the  building 
programme  for  the  new  schools  in  the  City  will  be  welcomed  from  this 
point  of  view  alone  apart  from  other  aspects.  Comparative  figures  for 
the  last  few  years  are  as  follows : —

Skin  Conditions. 

There  has  been  a welcome  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
scabies  in  1946 — 103  compared  with  132  in  1945. 

The  number  is  still  too  high  but  home  conditions  for  so  many 
families  are  still  so  overcrowded  that  this  figure  may  not  be  quickly 
reduced. 

Cases  of  impetigo  numbered  225  compared  with  242  in  1945, 
but  there  has  been  an  increase  in  other  skin  conditions — 375  in  1946 
compared  with  224  in  1945. 

Vision. 

Treatment  was  carried  out  as  formerly  at  the  Chester  Royal 
Infirmary.  Two  hundred  and  seventy  eight  refractions  were  done 
Spectacles  were  prescribed  and  provided  for  249  children  under  the 
scheme.  The  orthoptic  .scheme  for  the  treatment  of  squint  continues 
to  be  of  great  help  in  this  condition. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Conditions. 

Following  the  appointment  of  an  Assistant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Surgeon  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  in  1946,  it  is  hoped  to  establish 
an  aural  clinic  for  .school  children  in  1947. 


During  1946,  196  children  had  tonsillectomy  performed  at  the 
City  Hospital.  Cases  are  admitted  the  day  prior  to  the  operation  and 
retained  for  two  nights  following  the  operation.  The  home  conditions 
of  the  children  are  inspected  and  if  necessary  the  children  are  retained 
in  hospital  for  a longer  period  should  the  home  conditions  warrant. 

I'he  children  are  also  visited  at  home  following  their  return  from 
hospital  to  ensure  that  no  complication  which  might  arise  is  untreated. 

Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria. 

This  campaign  has  been  continued  with  success  during  the  year. 
918  children  received  primary  inoculations  and  1948  children  reinocula- 
lions. 


The  percentage  of  school  children  immune  is  92.2 

Specctii  Defects. 

A scheme  has  been  agreed  with  the  neighbouring  authority  of 
Warrington  to  share  in  the  employment  of  a speech  therapist.  It  was 
found  impossible  to  fill  the  post  in  1946  but  it  is  hoped  that  an  appoint- 
ment will  be  made  in  1947. 

Employment  of  School  Children. 

Children  were  examined  during  the  year  for  employment  badges. 
Number  of  badges  issued  during  year — 52. 

Following  up  Arrangements. 

All  cases  of  defect  are  followed  up  both  at  school  and  in  the  home 
and  an  endeavour  made  to  convince  the  parent  in  untreated  cases  of  the 
necessity  for  the  appropriate  treatment. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  have  been  comparatively  few  infectious  diseases  found 
during  the  year  or  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. 

I'he  number  of  parents  present  at  the  routine  examinations  was 
1082  representing  practically  forty  five  per  cent  of  the  children  examined 
in  the  various  age  groups. 

Vaccination. 

The  present  position  reveals  that  of  the  2416  children  examined 
792  were  unvaccinated  - 32  per  cent. 

Physical  Training. 

The  Organiser  of  Physical  Training  resumed  his  duties  in 
September,  1946,  following  his  War  Service. 

It  is  hoped  next  year  to  report  on  the  resumption  of  physical 
training  in  the  schools  in  some  detail.

The  acceptance  rate  varies  from  school  to  school  but  out  of  647 
selected  for  treatment  497  accepted  giving  a percentage  of  76.8  which 
is  very  satisfactory,  considering  that  many  children  were  attending 
private  dental  surgeons. 

The  year’s  work  inclutles  872  permanent  and  222  temporary 
fillings,  532  permanent  and  2012  temporary  extractions,  925  general 
anaesthetics  and  944  other  operations.  The  latter  include  scalings,  gum 
treatments,  root  fillings  and  orthodontic  appliance  fittings.  1650  children 
v/ere  inspected  of  whom  578  or  35  per  cent  were  “specials”. 

“Specials  or  Casuals”  interfere  with  the  ordered  sequence  of 
routine  inspection  and  treatment.  Too  often  it  is  found  that  children 
previously  recommended  treatment  and  who  refused  it  appear  in  the 
guise  of  “specials”  when  pain  or  sepsis  emphasise  the  need  for  treat- 
ment. 


To  obviate  this  difficulty  a greatly  increased  Dental  Staff  would 
be  necessary  and  a hundred  per  cent  acceptance  rate.  The  aim  of  dental 
treatment  is  much  more  than  relief  from  pain  and  the  removal  of  sepsis. 
The  real  aim  is  to  maintain  dental  treatment  throughout  the  child’s 
school  career.  Treatment  must  include  the  conservation  of  both  tem- 
porary and  permanent  dentition  especially  the  former  as  mal-occlusion 
can  be  dealt  with  at  its  source. 

During  the  eruption  of  the  temporary  dentition  most  orthodontic 
anomalies  arise.  These  are  caused  by  the  premature'  loss  of  temporary 
teeth  and  more  often  than  is  realised  by  bad  habits  such  as  thumb 
sucking,  fist  chewing  and  mouth  breathing. 

Mouth  breathing  may  be  surgically  treated  by  tonsillectomy  and 
the  removal  of  adenoids  but  the  habit  may  persist  unless  there  is 
re-education  in  nasal  breathing  by  means  of  lip  excercise  or  oral  screen.s. 

Co-operation  between  Medical  and  Dental  Staff  in  such  problems 
can  be  very  helpful. 

The  anticipated  additional  School  Dental  Surgeon  will  do  much  to 
reduce  the  present  interval  between  inspection  and  treatment  and  should 
have  an  appreciable  effect  on  “specials”.
